Reasons 

[Reason 1] 

This application does not meet the requirement stipulated by Article 
37 of the Patent Law for the reasons below:

The relation between the invention of claims 1 to 11 and that of 
claims 12 to 14 and 15 to 16 is considered. 
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It is understood that the invention of claims 1 to 11 addresses the 
problem that continuous flow of large electric current in an organic EL 
display prompts deterioration in performance (see the paragraph [0010]). 

In contrast, the invention of claims 12 to 14 and 15 to 16 is not directed 
to resolving such a problem (see the paragraphs [0014] and [0015]). 
Therefore, the invention of claims 1 to 11 and that of claims 12 to 14 and 
15 to 16 do not share the same problem to be solved. 

Similarly, comparing the main feature essential to the claimed 
configuration, it is understood in the invention of claims 1 to 11 that 
the main feature is to calculate a luminance accumulation value for each 
screen on the basis of a video input signal, control the amplitude of the 
video input signal on the basis of the luminance accumulation value and 
then feed to the organic EL display the video signal whose amplitude has 
been control led, in a luminance control method for the organic EL display. 
Contrary to this, the invention of claims 12 to 14 and 15 to 16 does not 
have such a feature. Therefore, the invention of claims 1 to 11 and that 
of claims 12 to 14 and 15 to 16 do not share the main feature essential 
to the claimed configuration. 

(In addition, there is no unity between the invention of claims 12 
to 14 and that of claims 15 and 16.) 

Since this application does not meet the provision of Article 37 of 
the Patent Law, the inventions related to the claims other than claims 1 
to 11 have been examined only in view of Article 37 at present. 

[Reason 2] 

The invention related to the claim(s) identified below could easily 
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have been made, prior to the f i I ing of the subject appl ication, by a person 
wi th ordinary sk i 1 1 in the art to which the invention pertain, on the basis 
of the invention(s) described in the publ icat ion(s) listed below, which 
had been distributed in Japan or elsewhere prior to the filing of the 
subject application, or the invention(s) made available to the public 
through telecommunication lines prior to the filing of the subject 
application. Therefore, the claimed invention is not granted a patent 
under Article 29, subsection (2) of the Patent Law.

[Remarks] 

It would have readily been made for one skilled in the art to apply 
to the organic EL display taught by the Reference 1 (see the paragraphs 
[0002] and [0019] to [0021]) the know art of adjusting a reference voltage 
supplied to the D/A converter provided in the display (e.g., References 
2 to 5), as means for control I ing the luminance of the display screen based 
on the luminance accumulation value (the average luminance). 

The References 2 and 3 disclose adjusting the reference voltage in 
the DAC located in the driving circuit at the data side (see the paragraphs 
[0050] and [0106] to [0108], and Fig. 5). 

The References 4 and 5 teach adjustments of the reference voltage in 
the DAC at the video signal inputting stage, as does the present invention. 
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As for the claims other than those described above, no reasons for 
rejection are currently found. If new reasons for rejection are found, 
the applicant will be notified of them.
